Acknowledgment 

1 . The amendment filed on 5/4/2005 has been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. ~ 

Regarding claim 5, the phrase " a bridge section connected to an end of the 
carriage seat" and "a carriage seat" in line 5, are unclear, whether the carriage seat in 
line 3 and a carriage seat in line 5 are the same or not. 

Regarding claim 5, the phrase "wherein the key section one of the first and the 
second carriage carts selectively connecting the second connecting section of the first 
carriage cad and the second connecting section of the second carriage cart to opposing 
ends of the bridge section of one of the first and the second carriage carts" is unclear 
how it work when the key section connected the first carriage cart to the second 
carriage cart. As best understood by the examiner is the key section is a plurality of 
bolts that used for connecting a bridge section to a second connecting section (plurality 
of apertures or four apertures, which are located at both end of the carriage cart). A 
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bridge section is located at both ends of the carriage cart having four apertures on two 
opposing ends or a first connecting section, when the first carriage cart connected to the 
second carriage cart, examiner is not sure one of the bridge should be putted a side or 
on top of each other. As shown in figure 5, only one bridge is used and an outer 
aperture being used only to connected the first and second carriage cart together. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

-(b) the invention.was patented^or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 

use or on sale in this country, more than one^year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. ^ ~ ~ 

5. Claims 4-5 are as best understood rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Jennings et al. (4,127,202). 

Jennings et al. in figures 1-9c, discloses a stmcture for interconnecting one 
carriage cart with another. The carriage cart includes a carriage seat, which is a 
polygonal body, several wheels (62, 68) being disposed under the carriage seat for 
rolling on the ground and a second connecting section located on opposing ends (as 
shown in figure 3). The carriage cart also includes a bridge section (92) connected to 
an end of the carriage seat and having a first connecting section located on two 
opposing ends thereof (as shown in figure 1). The carriage cart also includes a key 
section connected with the first and second connecting sections by insertion (as shown 
in figure 5). 
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Regarding claim 2, Jennings et al. disclose the carriage seat that is a rectangular 
body formed of four slats connected with each other. 

Regarding claim 3, Jennings et al. disclose the first connecting section including 
at least two perforations and the second connecting section includes at least one 
perforation. The key section being a thread rod for screwing into the first and second 
connecting sections to interconnect the same. 

Regarding claim 4, Jennings et al. disclose the first connecting section including 
at least two 'perforations (one on each side) and the second connecting section includes 
at least one perforation. The key section being a thread rod for screwing into the first 
and second connecting sections to interconnect the same. 



Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 4-5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
